Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
amendments, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the cited prior art of 
Grunau, Hayatsu and Olek. No prior art was found that teaches or suggests a method 
of conversion of a cytosine base in a nucleic acid to a uracil base comprising incubating 
the nucleic acid in a solution of 3-6.25 M bisulfite for 1 .5-3.5 hours at a temperature 
between 70 and 90°C and wherein the pH of the solution is between 5.25 and 5.75, 
whereby the nucleic acid is deaminated, and then incubating the solution of deaminated 
nucleic acid under alkaline conditions whereby the nucleic acid is desulfonated.
